NEW YORK (AP) - Diplo­ 
m ats and generals, soldiers who 
served him and the common 
people who admired him paid 
solemn and dignified last re- 
pects today to General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur. 
The stilled, yet majestic fig­ 
ure in simple sun tan uniform 
lay in a history-laden armory, a 
magnet for Americans conscious 
of their heritage. 
Two hours before the doors of 
the 
7th 
Regiment 
Armory 
opened to the public at lo a.m., 
lines formed behind police bar­ 
riers. Under a gray sky, limou­ 
sines 
arrived bringing digni­ 
taries. 
A religious service preceded 
the public opening of the ar­ 
mory, home of “the Silk Stock­ 
ing Regiment.” 
MacArthur^ 
widow, 
Jean; 
and son, Arthur, 26, were es­ 
corted to the private service by 
Lt. Gen. Garrison H. Davidson, 
commander of the 1st Army, 
who represented the President. 
They stood with bowed heads 
beside 
MacArthur^ 
five-star 
personal flag, close to the bier, 
as 
Catholic, 
Protestant 
and 
Jewish clergymen prayed. 
Francis 
Cardinal 
Spellman, 
Roman Catholic archbishop of 
New York, prayed for the gen­ 
eral, who had worshipped as an 
Episcopalian: 
“With 
grieving 
hearts 
we 
wave a fond farewell to a be­ 
loved friend, a brave soldier, a 
man of peace, a man of God. 
We pray for you the hero’s wel­ 
come you so well deserve in the 
eternal land of the free and 
home of the brave.” 
Among the dignitaries who en­ 
tered the armory were U.N. 
Ambassador Adlai E. Steven­ 
son;

Gen. Davidson acted as Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s personal repre­ 
sentative to lay a wreath on the 
casket of the 84-year-old warrior 
who died Sunday in Washington 
after three major operations. 
Among the earliest arrivals of 
the several hundred who waited 
for the public viewing was John 
Naina, 47. A schoolteacher, he 
took toe day off and drove 75 
miles from Middletown, N.Y., to 
honor a man he met as an Army 
lieutenant in Australia. 
Inside, the floral tributes in­ 
cluded a huge rainbow of flow­ 
ers from the 42nd Division, the 
“ Rainbow Division” MacArthur 
helped organize and command­ 
ed in battle in World War I.

With hospitals overflowing, Bel­ 
gium’s 12,000 striking doctors 
and dentists rejected anew to­ 
day the government’s controver­ 
sial socialized medical plan and 
refused appeals to return to 
their normal round of duties.

walkout 
continued with the nation’s hos­ 
pitals becoming more crowded 
by the hour. 
The strikers issued a 1,000- 
word memorandum denouncing 
the new medical law which they 
claimed would bring intolerable 
interference in the practice of 
their professions.

New Brazilian 
Elections Due 


BRASILIA, Brazil (AP)—The 
Brazilian Senate approved a bill 
early today calling for immedi­ 
ate congressional election of an 
interim president to serve the 
20 months left of Joao Goulart’s 
term. 
With speedy approval of the 
bill expected in the Chamber of 
Deputies, the election appeared 
likely to take place Thursday. 
This was the target date report­ 
edly set by the military leaders 
who overthrew Goulart and are 
anxious to restore the govern­ 
ment before any new crises 
arise. The constitution provides 
for the election to be held 30 
days after the presidency is va 
cated. 
Conservatives behind the coup 
are pressing for the election of 
Gen. Humberto Castelo Branco.

Ex-Solon Has No Regrets 
About MacArthur Letter 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Former 
Speaker Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
once made public a letter that 
ended the military career of a 
friend. The friend never men­ 
tioned the letter again, and nei­ 
ther din Martin, and the two re­ 
mained close to the end. 
The friend was General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur, who 
died Sunday. In a reminiscent 
interview, Martin reviewed the 
events that swirled about the 
historic letter. 
“I had wanted some ammuni­ 
tion to answer some of the Dem­ 
ocratic 
arguments 
about the 
war in Korea,” said Martin, 
“ and so I wrote a letter to Mac­ 
Arthur asking for his views.” 
Martin, 
a 
Republican 
con­ 
gressman from Massachusetts 
who was House minority leader 
then, received a reply from 
MacArthur. In the reply, Mac­ 
Arthur wrote Martin, "There is 
no substitute for victory,” and 
he 
disagreed 
with 
President 
Harry S. Truman’s decision to 
limit the war to Korea itself and 
to leave enemy bases in Com­ 
munist China alone. 
“ I had asked him for his 
views, and his reply did not say 
that his views were confidential, 
but I was not sure what to do,” 
Martin said. “I walked around 
the block several times before 
I finally made up my mind. I 
decided that if he did not want 
his views known he would have 
said so.” 
Martin, 
in the midst 
of 
a 


House debate on the Korean 
War in April 1951, released the 
letter. 
Two days after the letter was 
made public, Truman dismissed 
MacArthur 
as the 
American 
commander in the Far East, 
and the long military career of 
the general came to an end. 
Martin, who said he always 
called on MacArthur when vis 
iting New York in the last few 
years, walked to the other end 
of his office to point to a framed 
document. 
It was a copy of a speech by 
a Roman general, Lucius Clem- 
ilus Paulus, replying to his mil­ 
itary critics in 168 B.C. 
The speech said, in part: 
“If therefore, anyone thinks 
himself qualified to give advice 
respecting the war which I am 
conducting, which may prove 
advantageous to the public, let 
him not refuse his assistance to 
the state, but let him come with 
me to Macedonia. 
"He shall be furnished with a 
ship, a horse, a tent; even his 
traveling charges shall be de­ 
frayed. 
"But if he thinks this too 
much trouble and prefers the 
repose of a city life to the tools 
of war, let him not, on land, as­ 
sume the office of a pilot.” 
Underneath was the inked in­ 
scription “Amen!” and the sig­ 
nature, “Douglas MacArthur.” 
“He sent this to me two years 
ago,” Martin said. “It sort of

everything, doesn’t it?”

The 
revised health statute sets a 
scale of maximum charges for 
the doctors.

U.S. Maintains 
Close Watch 


Total Remaining 
Still Uncertain 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In­ 
formed sources said today the 
Soviet Union has been pulling 
its troops out of Cuba in con­ 
siderable numbers. 
U.S. officials confirmed this, 
but as usual declined to esti­ 
mate how many Soviet military 
men still are in Cuba. 
At the time of the Cuban mis­ 
sile crisis in October 1962 it was 
estimated 
that 
22,000 
Soviet 
troops, many of them in organ­ 
ized combat units, 
were 
in 
Cuba. A number of them were 
technical experts in Cuba. A 
number of them were technical 
experts in the long-range weap­ 
ons and other war gear Moscow 
has poured into Cuba to make 
it the most powerful military na­ 
tion in Latin America. 
Last October U.S. officials in­ 
dicated that a report that the So­ 
viet troop presence had dropped 
to less than 7,600 was a pretty 
fair guess. Presumably the cur­

is 
somewhere 
around 4,000. 
The most recent formal state­ 
ment by a U.S. government 
agency on the Soviet troop situ­ 
ation in Cuba came in a nine- 
word observation all but buried 
in a State Department report to 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee. It said: “Most Soviet

have 
been withdrawn 
from the island.”

port immediately to the nearest 
state employment office, or, if 
you were working for the Fed­ 
eral government, to the nearest 
office of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission.

Oklahoma Bootleggers Now 
Part of Nostalgic History 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
Okla. 
(AP)—The bootlegger has be­ 
come part of Oklahoma’s nostal­ 
gic past. 
Whisky, never really hard to 
find in this state, observed its 
fifth legal birthday today. 
In a special election on April 
7, 1959, Oklahoma voters re­ 
pealed prohibition and put 2,500 
bootleggers out of work. 
Since then, legalized liquor 
has grown into a $50-miUion 
business in Oklahoma and has 
‘produced $33 million in tax rev­ 
enue. 
Prohibition was written into 
the state constitution when Ok­ 
lahoma became a state in 1907. 
There were a half dozen repeal 
elections. But the drys always 
won. 
Their only concession came in 
■1933, when 3.2 or low-point beer 
was legalized. 


Then in 1958, J. Howard Ed­ 
mondson, Democratic candidate 
for governor, promised to crack 
down on the bootlegger and push 
for repeal. 
When Edmondson took office 
in 1959, he ordered law officers 
to dry up the state. Police didn’t 
eliminate 
illegal 
whisky, 
but 
they made it harder to get—and 
more expensive. 
The 1959 legislature followed 
up with a call for a repeal elec­ 
tion, and the wets won by 85,000 
votes. 
Prohibitionists claim that Ok­ 
lahomans now buy and drink 
more whisky than ever before 
Roy Parham, director of the 
State Alcoholic Beverage Con 
trol Board, concedes that liquor 
sales have risen since repeal, 
but claims there is less public 
drunkenness 
and crowds 
are 
less boisterous.

Dizziness is one of the rn o s t 
frequent complaints brought to 
the attention of doctors. 
Unfortunately, dizziness is oft­ 
en haphazardly used to describe 
headaches, faintness, disturban­ 
ces of vision and even tender­ 
ness of the scalp. 
Dizziness actually means a 
sensation of movement of the 
body in relationship to its sur­ 
roundings. Sometimes the feel­ 
ing of dizziness or “vertigo” 
may give patients the impres­ 
sion that they are standing still 
and that objects are rotating 
around them. At other times, 
they may feel that objects a r e 
standing still and their bodies 
are whirling in circles. 
Although these sensations are 
very distressing, in most instan­ 
ces they do not represent illness­ 
es of sufficient severity to war­ 
rant the fears they induce. 
All dizziness, however, must 
be investigated for its possible 
causes, especially in the elderly. 
Once the cause is definitely- 
determined, effective t r e a t - 
ment automatically follows. High 
blood pressure, arteriosclerosis, 
Menieres’ disease and other in­ 
ner ear disturbances can be ben­ 
efited by drugs, dietary regimes, 
limitation of fluids and salt in­ 
take, and 
by avoiding rapid 
changes of position. 
Meniere's disease deserves an 
additional comment. This c o n ­ 
dition of dizziness, which com­ 
bines with noise in the head (tin­ 
nitus) and sometimes deafness, 
is a very specific disease entity. 
■ Unfortunately, 
Meniere’s 
dis- 
j ease 
has become 
a catch-all 


j category for almost every kind 
of true or imagined dizziness. 
The unsteadiness and imbal­ 
ance associated with dizziness 
provoke tremendous feelings of 
fear and anxiety, especially in 
the older person. Fear of falling 
and loss of control in traffic, 
i for example, severely limit the 
activities of patients who have 
occasional episodes 
of 
dizzi­ 
ness. 
They need a t r e m e n d o u s 
amount of assurance and reas­ 
surance. This is one of the most I 
I important ingredients 
in 
the 
total treatment of dizziness. 


The one good thing about Sen­ 
ator Fulbright’s recent speech 
on foreign policy was its insist­ 
ence that this country must 
break with the rigid formulas of 
the n i n e t e e n fifties. B u t 
there are two possible choices 
in this business of breaking. 
One, advocated by Fulbright 
himself, would be to soften our 
demands upon Khrushchev and 
Castro.

Just prior to Khrushchev’s 
visit to Budapest the Radar 
government of Hungary enter­ 
tained great hopes of ridding 
itself of the thorny presence of 
Cardinal Mindszenty.

leave the A m e i c a n Legation 


I in Budapest for Rome unless 
c e r t a i n conditions are met. 
Number Due is that he be al­ 
lowed to return, at least for a 
brief period, to his ecclesiasti­ 
cal seat of Esztergom. Condi­ 
tion Number Two is that he be 
allowed to name his successor 
at Esztergom before going on to 
Rome to occupy a “higher” ec­ 
clesiastical post. Three is that 
he be rehabilitated, not amnesti­ 
ed. (To accept an amnesty, in 
his opinion, would be to admit 
treasonable activity.) Four 
is 
that the Catholic, the Protestant 
and the Jewish seminaries in 
Hungary be permitted to select 
their students without supervis­ 
ion of the political state.

Cardinal Mindszenty would be 
allowed to return to Esztergom 
for an interval before accepting 
the Vatican’s o f f e r of a place 
in Rome, and the p o i n t about 
rehabilitation as against am­ 
nesty would be granted. But the 
government was still boggling at 
last reports over the 
replace­ 
ment of bishops. It was dispos­ 
ed to give two of the vacated 
bishoprics to Cardinal Minds­ 
zenty men. The rest it insisted 
on reserving for itself. And it 
still insisted on political surveil­ 
lance of the seminaries. 
It was at this point in the 
Mindszenty-Kadar stand - off 
that the Papal Undersecretary 
for Extraordinary Ecclesiasti- 
1 cal Affairs, Augustin© Casaroli, 


will not quit Budapest unless he 
is the “last political” to be re­ 
leased. Being “last” would in­ 
volve a prior amnesty for thou­ 
sands of Hungarians who are 
still in prison in Hungary or in 
exile in Soviet Bassia for par­ 
ticipating in the 1956 Revolu­ 
tion. Even if Radar were dis- 
posd to grant this, the matter 
would first have to be cleared 
with Khrushchev, who, presu­ 
mably, would think it might 
create too dangerous a prece­ 
dent.

Toward the end of 
his career, the feeling about 
him in Washington was a mix 
ture of worry, bewilderment and 
fury. 
About the only neutrals were 
newsmen who generally tend to 
look at the great and near-great 
with a slightly sardonic eye. 
Sitting in a room with Mac­ 
Arthur, this is what you saw— 
Even when he was 70, he was 
still 
a 
handsome 
man. 
He 
looked much younger. Little or 
no gray streaked his jet black 
hair. He had a chiseled profile, 
with a high forehead, a large 
aquiline 
nose 
and 
a 
square, 
firm chin. His eyes were large 
and dark. On the battlefield, or 
pondering a problem, he often 
squinted until they became slits. 
In his youth, he had been an 
athlete 
and 
all 
his 
life 
he 
walked with a smooth, swinging 
stride. He held himself erect 
and seemed taller than he was 
Sometimes, in his office, he 
would sit with one leg dangling 
over the arm of a chair as he 
talked. But when he became un 
usually interested in the discus­ 
sion, he often would pace the 
floor, emphasizing his points by 
jabbing the air with the stem 
of a corncob pipe. 
A tray of smoked-out corn­ 
cobs usually was near his desk. 
Less 
frequently, 
he 
smoked 
cigars and cigarettes. 
His voice was deep and in 
making 
a 
public 
speech 
he 
would pitch it to an even lower 
key. Then he often sounded like 
the old-fashioned, voice-of-doom 
orator. He was more effective 
in a small room than on the 
public platform. 
MacArthur had an astonish­ 
ing command of language. He 
talked fluently, seldom 
stum 
blin® or pausing to reach for a 
word. He would analyze a com 
plicated 
political 
or 
military 
situation in clear, simple lan 
guage, 
moving logically from 
point to point as though he were 
reading. 
However, not all his state­ 


ments were couched in simple 
language. 
For example, when his name 
was 
advanced 
as 
a possible 
candidate for president, MacAr­ 
thur said he would not actively 
seek .the nomination. 
Then he added: “I would be 
recreant to all my concepts of 
good 
citizenship 
were 
I 
to 
shrink, because of the hazards 
and 
responsibilities 
involved, 
from accepting any public duty 
to which I might be called by 
the American people.” 
Religious references appeared 
frequently in his wartim e com­ 
muniques and pronouncements. 
Of the troops lost in the de 
lense of Bataan, he said: 
“ To the weeping mothers of 
its dead, I only say that the 
sacrifice and halo of Jesus of 
Nazareth has descended upon 
their sons and that God will 
take tnem unto Himself.” 
The famous broadcast to the 
Filipinos when MacArthur set 
foot on Philippine soil for the 
first time said: 
“I have returned. By the 
grace of Almighty God, our 
forces stand again on Philippine 
soil.” 
One 
of 
MacArthur’s 
confi­ 
dantes, 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Courtney 
Whitney, said MacArthur was a 
deeply religious man, a practic­ 
ing Episcopalian. 
MacArthur worked every Sun 
day and did not attend church 
but Whitney wrote: 
“ Eight a.m. was the time for 
family prayers. They were led 
by Mrs. Phyllis Gibbons. She 
conducted the service from the 
Anglican book of common pray 
er, with MacArthur reading the 
Bible passage.” 
On reaching his office in the 
morning, 
Whitney 
reported 
MacArthur first red the mes 
sages that had come from the 
United States during the night 
—and the first of these invari 
ably were those bringing base 
ball or football scores! 
Whitney said the form er head 
football coach at West Point 
E arl Blaik, wrote MacArthur 
regularly about the team and 
frequently consulted him about 
tactics. MacArthur rem arked to 
Whitney on one occasion: 
“ I see Army started its sec 
ond 
string 
backs 
yesterday 
That’s good generalship.” 
Of all the many facets of Mac 
Arthur’s extraordinary person 
ality, one of the most impressive 
was his marble calm. 
Apparently it never cracked 
For example, during the first 
months 
of the 
Korean War 
news 
from 
the 
front 
was 
consistently gloomy. 
American 
and South Korean troops kept 
falling back until only a tiny 
corner of southeastern Korea 
still 
was 
in 
noncom m unist 
hands, the Pusan perimeter. 
Months before that, however 
MacArthur 
coolly 
announced 
that the Reds had lost their op 
portunity to win the war. He 
spoke in a quiet, matter-of-fact 
manner. 
“ Maybe the Old Man knows 
what he’s talking about,” said 
a correspondent. “ But it looks 
as though he’s 180 degrees off 
the beam this tim e.” 
Yet the perim eter held. Then 


with 
the 
Inchon 
landings 
in 
September, the tide turned. The 
war in fact was won until the 
Chinese Reds intervened. Even 
that news seemed to leave Mac 
Arthur unmoved. 
The thunderbolt from Wash 
ington—when President Harry 
Truman fired MacArthur 
came without warning. 
Whit­ 
ney said MacArthur was having 
a 
luncheon 
party. 
The 
an­ 
nouncement was whispered to 
him privately. He said MacAr 
thur’s face froze and the general 
quietly rem arked to his wife: 
“Jeannie, we’re going hom e.” 
Next: “Home by Christmas” 
and dashed hopes.

Italian Reds 


Opposed to 


Big Showdown 


ROME (AP)—The big Italian 
Communist party has come out 
against Soviet Premier Khru­ 
shchev's call for a showdown 
meeting on the Soviet-Chinese 
struggle, warning that it might 
cause a formal split in the in­ 
ternational Red movement. 
The Italian Communists made 
plain, however, that they are 
against 
Peking 
and 
might 
change their position depending 
on developments. 
The statement, published in 
the Communist organ L’Unita, 
noted 
that 
the 
party 
had 
opposed 
a 
world 
showdown 
meeting all along and had sug­ 
gested that individual Commu­ 
nist parties should thresh out 
differences in bilateral talks. 
The renewed opposition from 
the largest Communist party in 
the West underscored reports 
from Budapest that Khrushchev 
is receiving lukewarm support 
from some allies in his battle 
with the Red Chinese. 
Khrushchev 
had 
predicted 
that his call last week for a 
showdown session would rally 
all Communists. So far only the 
Hungarian and Bulgarian par­ 
ties have pledged him all-out 
support. 
Many fence-sitting Communist 
parties outside the Soviet orbit 
are apprehensive over the pros­ 
pect of an open break between 
the two Communist giants. They 
hesitate to throw in their lot with 
the Kremlin at this uncertain 
stage. 
Khrushchev launched a new 
attack on the Red Chinese Sun­ 
day, accusing them of trying to 
incite the Soviet people against 
him. 
“For this purpose,’* he told 
a crowd of about 80,000 in the 
Hungarian steel city of Mis­ 
kolc, 
“they invented accusa­ 
tions against me. 
“But I am not ashamed of 
these charges. I am proud of 
them. They bring me only pride 
and honor.** 
The Chinese accused Khru­ 
shchev last week of being “the 
greatest capitulationist of all 
time,” a tool of the United 
States and too concerned with 
raising Soviet living standards. 
Khrushchev retorted that aft 
er the deprivations of Stalin’s 
time, he was helping the Soviet 
people “to begin, to live like hu­ 
man beings.** 
“If our people begin to be bet 
ter dressed, to 
have 
better 
shoes, to be better fed, to have 
better houses, to increase their 
incomes toward satisfaction of 
their needs and cultural re­ 
quirements, that is, to begin to 
live like human beings, that is 
the rebirth,” he said.

How Weathet 


Looks Today 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Offi 
cial Weather Bureau summary 
of Ohio’s weather: 
W i d e l y scattered thunder­ 
storms continued in Ohio over 
night. However, in most com­ 
munities, dry w e a t h e r pre­ 
vailed. 
Tempera t u r e s were quite 
mild, registering mostly in the 
50s near daybreak today. They 
included Cincinnati 57, Marietta 
54, Zanesville 55 and ClevelaiH 
and Columbus 52. 
Frequent showers and thun­ 
dershowers were expected to 
erupt ahead of a cold front fore­ 
cast to sweep eastward across 
Ohio today. Temperatures were 
expected to plunge considera­ 
bly after passage of the cold 
front, reaching the 30s by early 
Wednesday morning. 
A few showers are likely to­ 
night in the colder air, followed 
by dry and much cooler weath­ 
er Wednesday. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur was not a 
simple man. He was romantic, 
but tough; eloquent, but senti­ 
mental; charming, but austere; 
but suspicious. 
He felt some people, besides 
Communists, were his enemies 
conspiring 
against 
him. 
Be­ 
cause he so often wished his 
views to prevail, he was some 
times hard to get along with. 
One writer, Richard Rovere, 
said MacArthur was a ‘‘true be­ 
liever in himself” and found it 
“necessary to ascribe his dis­ 
appointments . . . to base in­ 
trigues.” 
Although Gen. John J. Per­ 
shing, 
MacArthur^ top com­ 
mander in World War I, decor­ 
ated him, the New York Times 
says Pershing told him: “Young 
man, I do not like your atti­ 
tude.’* 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., in his 
history of the New Deal, says 
President Franklin D. Roose 
velt thought MacArthur danger 
ous. If so, he nevertheless made 
him his chief of staff, command­ 
er in the Pacific, and gave him 
the Medal of Honor. 
The Washington Post’s mili 
tary editor, John G. Norris, re­ 
ports that when Maj. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower served under Mac­ 
Arthur in the Philippines in 
1935 hey had differences of 
opinion and Eisenhower return­ 
ed home. 
President Harry S. Truman 
dismissed MacArthur from his 
Korean command in 1951 for 
what he considered insubordina­ 
tion by publicly airing his views 
on how to win the war, contrary 
to Truman’s orders and poli­ 
cies. The final straw was when 
MacArthur wrote to a congress­ 
man. 
But Norris points out Mac­ 
Arthur fought general headquar­ 
ters when he was a hero of 
World War I in Europe. When 
Pershing crossed him, Norris 
says, word “was gotten back to 
interested 
congressmen 
and 
Gen. 
Pershing’s 
plans 
were 
killed.” 
When the second volume of 
Truman’s memoirs appeared in 
1956, explaining why he fired 
MacArthur, the general said the 
former president “did violence 


to the truth” and was “venge- 
iUi.” 
But MacArthur saw intrigue 
in his dismissal. He said it hap­ 
pened after he had demanded 
prosecution of a spy ring which 
was getting top secret military 
plans sent to Washington from 
his Korean command. 
He 
said 
he 
thought 
Gen 
George C. Marshall, then sec­ 
retary of defense, and Gen. 
Omar Bradley, then chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, were 
personally hostile to me” and 
that the enmity went back some 
time. 
Yet, Truman’s record of his 
conversations with MacArthur 
at Wake Island six months be­ 
fore his dismissal quotes the 
general as saying: “No com­ 
mander in the history of war 
ever had more complete and 
adequate support from all agen­ 
cies 
in 
Washington 
than 
I 
have.” 
But it was Maj. Gen. Court 
ney Whitney, MacArthur^ aide 
and confidant for more than 20 
years, who did the biggest job 
of rounding up the various in­ 
trigues 
supposedly 
working 
against the general. 
Whitney, who was with Mac­ 
Arthur when he died last Sun­ 
day, put together a 547-page 
justification of what MacArthur 
did or didn’t do in a book 
called: “MacArthur: His Ren­ 
dezvous With History.” 
He 
said 
“Communists 
and 
their dupes” found “an ally in 
the ‘Europe-first clique in the 
War and State Departments at 
the outbreak of World War II” 
in an attempt to discredit the

general 
“in 
every way and 
thwart his efforts against the 
enemy.” 
In 1932 MacArthur was widely 
criticized for leading — in full 
uniform and on a white horse 
-—regular troops and tanks or­ 
dered 
by 
President 
Herbert 
Hoover 
to 
oust 
the 
“bonus 
army” veterans of World War 
I who had holed up in shacks 
on the outskirts of Washington. 
Whitney’s 
explanation: 
The 
veterans were infiltrated with 
Communists who wanted to cre­ 
ate mob violence against the 
government. He writes of a 
“captured secret document in 
which the Communists planned 
to hang high government offi­ 
cials,” with MacArthur heading 
the list. 
MacArthur, when the storm 
broke over him, said the “mob 
was a bad-looking mob. It was 
animated by the essence of rev­ 
olution.”

Col. Stig Wennerstrom goes on 
trial Saturday as a master spy- 
accused of betraying Sweden's 
top defense secrets to the Soviet 
Union over a 15-year period. 
A jury of nine, including five 
women, will decide his fate. 
The 
prosecution 
calls 
him 
Sweden's most dangerous spy in 
modern times. 
It says he has confessed he 
sold Sweden’s top defense se­ 
crets to the Soviets from 1948 
until his arrest last June. He 
knew a lot about Hie North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization’s de­ 
fenses and weapons and pre­ 
sumably passed this on to Mos­ 
cow but will be tried only for 
betrayal of Sweden. 
The story that will unfold in­ 
cludes attendance at a Soviet 
spy school in Moscow while he 
served as Swedish air attache 
there; 
a 
secret 
room in 
ms 
lavish villa where he received 
radioed 
instructions from 
the 
Russians; 
and 
exchanges 
of 
microfilm 
rolls 
during 
hand­ 
shakes with Russians at diplo­ 
matic receptions in Stockholm. 
Wennerstrom moved from one 
key position to another. Each 
gave him access to all the in- 
lormation on Sweden’s defense 
plans and its defense forces — 
and to some on NATO—that he 
wanted to see.

Sweden is

ed NATO military installations. 
He was friendly with many top 
Western diplomats here. From

ton. The United States honored 
him with its Legion of Merit 
when he left. 
Interrogators took a month to

Wennerstrom’s 
pleas of innocence. They say he

point to figures still rising after 
a year that saw many records 
set. 
And even more heartening to 
corporate executives is that the 
decline in profit margins has 
been 
reversed. 
But this 
gain 
barely brings the ratio of prof­ 
its to sales, and of profits to as­ 
sets, back to the level of 1959, 
and is minor when compared 
with the late 40s or early 50s, 
when good sales years really 
meant rewarding earnings. 
The earnings now being re ­ 
ported in 
increasing 
numbers 
have added interest this year. 
They bear directly 
on labor’s 
chances of boosting the size of 
wage-scale advances in upcom­ 
ing negotiations. The amount of 
the yield on investment—affects 
the ardor with which enterpris­ 
es will expand 
and 
take up 
the soaring earnings 
offer 
a 
clue to the strength of the pres­ 
sures that may be building up 
for another marked rise in pric­ 
es, such as accompanied the 
profitable years right after the 
war.

NEW YORK (AP)—Commer 
cial television is often accused 
of playing a “ numbers game 
with 
its 
reliance 
on 
ratings 
when it comes to keeping or 
killing shows. It seems that a 
large segment of the viewing 
audience quietly plays a little 
numbers game of its own. 
This is a game the major net­ 
works and the independent sta­ 
tions alike deplore. In spite of 
all the promotion designed to 
establish a station or network 
identity—the CBS eye, the NBC 
peacock, the call letters flashed 
on the screens at every station- 
break time—a large percentage 
of the audience persists in iden­ 
tifying a station merely by its 
channel number on the dial. 
A 
television 
chain 
recently 
confirmed this through an au­ 
dience research project. Almost 
any viewer could have predicted 
the outcome of the study. 
This is distressing to the in­ 
dustry for several reasons. In­ 
dividual stations and networks 
work hard to establish attrac­ 
tive images in the minds of 
viewers. One New York station 
always announces its call letters 
and 
adds 
“your 
community- 
minded 
station.” 
Others 
are 
“station of the stars,” 
“The 
news-minded station” and so on. 
The networks are particularly 
cager 
to 
create 
vivid 
and 
pleasing 
identities. 
A 
viewer 
who isn’t exactly sure where his 
favorite show can be seen is 
likely to sample shows on all 
working channels in his hunt for 
it. Sometimes he likes what he 
samples—and never reaches the 
program he set out to find. 
The series about psychiatry 
NBC’s “ lith Hour” and ABC’s 
‘Breaking point” — failed to 
carry the kind of impact that 
made “Dr. Kildare” and “ Ben 
Casey” big hits, so both will 
disappear at this season’s end. 
Recommended tonight: Tele 
phone Hour, NBC, 10-11 (EST)—

pumper connections as well as 
two 2Vit-inch outlets and watch 
valves, and should have valves 
spaced at not more than 500 feet 
intervals in high v a l v e dis­ 
tricts and 800 feet in other dis­ 
tricts.
